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Public Forum on Disposal Well 
Concerns Set for October 13 


Romulus residents expressing their 
safety concerns about the location and 
operation of a toxic-waste disposal well 
within the City left the September 27 
meeting of the Romulus City Council 
largely unsatisfied, but determined to 
pursue their concerns at a public forum 
to be held in the Romulus High School 
auditorium on Wednesday, October 13, 
beginning at 6:30 p.m. Attempting to 
answer residents’ questions at that time 
willbe spokespersons from the offices of 
State Representative Gregory Pitoniak, 
State Senator William Faust, US Con- 


-gressman William D. Ford, the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 


(MDNR), the United States Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (USEPA), and the 
well company, Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc. (EDS). 


According to many of the residents 
_ who spoke at the September 27 meet- 


ing, they first learned of the well's exist- 


ence from a front-page article published 
_ in The Romulus News on August 13, 


1993, and from articles which appeared 


_ in July and August issues of the Associ- 


ated Newspapers’ Romulus Roman and 
Sunday Eagle & Enterprise. They were 
upset that they had not heard anything 
about the project until it was, as several 
people called it, a "done deal.” 

And while other residents were more 


familiar with the fact that the well project 
“has a three-year history — they had read 


the The Romulus News front-page arti- 
cle, "Deep Well Disposal of Toxic Waste 
May Come to Romulus," in the Paper's 
October 31, 1990 edition — they com- 
plained of the fact that the article's head- 
line said only that the well might be 
located here, not that it would be. 

Most of the questions asked by resi- 


dents at the Council meeting fell into one 


of four basic areas: | 

¢ Why did City Council permit this well 

_ to be located in Romulus? 

e. Whatare the health, safety, andfinan- 
Cial risks entailed by the well's actual 

- operation? 

e« Whatarethe health, safety, andfinan- 

Cial risks involved in the transporta- 


tion of the wastes to the well? Specifi- _ 


Cally, what risks would be faced in the 
event of an accident which would leak 
waste materials above ground? 
e ls there anything that residents can 
do to prevent the well's operation? 
During the course of the meeting, 
several Councilmen addressed the first 
of these questions, explaining that City 
Council had notgiven its approval for the 


~ well's location in Romulus; that, in fact, 
_ the City Council had no say-so at all on 


the subject. In such matters, local gov- 
ernment authority is superseded by state 


and federal authority, and the permits 
allowing EDS to locate their well in Romu- 
lus were granted by the MDNR and the 
USEPA. 

But, even though Council cannot 
order EDS to "close up shop," nor will it 
be able to supervise the well's actual 
operation, its members seem determined 
to take full advantage of what power they 
do have to insure that all the well's facili- 
ties are properly and safely constructed, 
and that the risk of above-ground con- 
tamination due to an accident is mini- 
mized as much as possible. 

Said Councilman Ellis Pennington, 
"As far as saying no to this well [is con- 
cerned], this city council cannot. All we 
Can do is try to get involved as much as 
we possibly can to help protect the citi- 
zens of the City as far as inspections and 
things like that are concerned." 

Still, some residents feel that Coun- 
cil was too passive in its acceptance of 
the legal advice it received, and should 


have done more to stand up for the 


people that it represents. 

One of these residents, Mary Hatten 
Collins, is also a candidate inthis Novem- 
ber's City Council election. Collins told 
Council that residents have been con- 
tacting their state and federal represen- 
tatives about the matter, with the result, 
she said, that "... there is hardly an 
office that has not told the residents to 
fight this project. We do nothave to have 
itinthe Area .. ." 

Collins continued, saying that these 
elected officials (whom she did not name) 
told residents that they could hire an 
attorney and seek an injunction to stop 
all work on the well project. She admit- 
ted, however, that there was some ques- 
tion as to where the money for such an 
endeavor might be obtained. 

The meeting continued for some 
time, but the Council was unable to an- 
swer many of the residents’ questions, 


_ which often called for technical informa- 


tion. Since EDS spokesperson James 
Clapperton declined to answer ques- 
tions at the meeting, saying that he was 
there to listen to resident concerns which 
his. company would address at a later 
date, and since several Councilmen ex- 
pressed an interest in questioning state 
and federal representatives to find out if 
there really is a way to fight the well 
project, Councilman Russell Lambert 
moved to have City Clerk Linda Choate 
contact the offices of Pitoniak, Faust, 
Ford, the MDNR, the USEPA, and EDS, 
to schedule a public meeting that spokes- 
persons from each office could attend. 
The motion, seconded by Councilman 
William Wadsworth, was unanimously 
approved. O

Get Flu Shots Now! 


The last day of summer has come 
and gone, and now we're in the thick of it: 
flu season. This year, the flu is expected 
to be much more severe than in previous 
years. 

That's why V.J. Khanna, M.D., direc- 
tor of Respiratory Care at Heritage Hos- 
pital (Taylor) and Seaway Hospital (Tren- 
ton), stresses the importance of getting 
flu shots as soon as possible. 

"If you haven't already gotten your 
flu shot, get it now," says Khanna. "The 
flu hits hardest during the first week of 
October, and the vaccine takes about 
two weeks to build up immunity and 
provide appropriate protection.”

Side effects of the vaccine are mini- 
mal, Khanna says, and affect only about 
one percent of flu-shot patients. 

Khanna recommends the flu vac- 
cine for anyone who wants to reduce his/ 
her chance of getting the flu. Those at 
highest risk of catching the virus are 
individuals over 65 years of age; those 
who have chronic medical illnesses such 
as emphysema, congestive heart fail- 
ure, lung disease, kidney disease, or 
diabetes; individuals with asthma or other 
pulmonary conditions; and those who 
have weak immune systems. 

Other people who should get the flu 
vaccine, Khanna advises, include medi- 
cal personnel who are liable to transfer 
the virus to patients, family members 
living in the same household, and chil- 
dren of people in high-risk groups. 

Children under six months of age 
and children who are taking aspirin should 
not get the flu vaccine, Khanna states. 

"The flu can disable a person for 10 
to 15 days— and much longer for people 
who already have a medical condition,” 
Khanna explains. Flu symptoms include 
fever, aches, loss of appetite, weight 
loss, stuffy nose and sinuses, and head- 
aches. Also, Khanna adds, the flu can 
lower a person's defenses and lead to 
other, more serious illnesses such as 
bacterial pneumonia. 

The flu shot is 80% effective in pre- 
venting the full-blown flu, Khanna says. 

"If you get the flu, it takes its own 
course. Antibiotics are not effective in 
treating it, so you just have to suffer 
through the symptoms until they pass. 

"A simple shot — just a pinch — can 
save you a lot of misery." 

Khanna advises anyone who would 
like to get the flu vaccine to either see his/ 
her personal physician or call Oakwood 
Health Services’ Physician Referral Net- 
work at 1-800-543-WELL.
